Billy Joel, Pat Malloy, Ted Conklin and Jimmy 
Buffet were seen on the subway happily heading 
from Sag Harbor to Bridgehampton together 
carrying golf clubs last Saturday morning. 


ASSISTANT COMMISSIONER ADAMS FIRED 
Remember last Saturday when the entire 
subway system was at a standstill for four 
hours? We were initially told it happened 
because of a decision by the higher ups at 
Hamptons Subway to shut down the subway 
system so that the President of South Korea, 
Moon Jae-in, could take Commissioner 
Aspinall’s private subway car to get from where 
he landed at the Westhampton Airport to an 
important meeting with Commissioner Aspinall 
in Hampton Bays without the hassle of regular 
passengers distracting him.

EERIE QUIET CAUSES WIDESPREAD ALARM 

The Hamptons Police report that last 
Wednesday, starting at around 11:25 am., 
their headquarters began receiving an unusual 
number of calls from residents notifying police 
that things were alarmingly quiet. 

Most of the callers said that they had noticed 
a hush in the air, and many worried that it 
portended some sort of catastrophic weather 
event. Some even fretted that their neighbors 
might have been raptured. “The calls came 
in from a wide geographical area,” says 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “But 
they all said pretty much the same thing. The 


consensus among the callers was that things 
had gotten strangely quiet, and it was making 
them nervous.” According to Hirsch, the police 
responded by sending out investigators to 
specific locations that the callers were calling 
from, both to determine whether the locations 
were in fact experiencing a state of unusual quiet 
and, if they were, to look for an explanation. 
“Our officers visited the areas from which we 
had received credible reports of a strange, 
unsettling quiet, and discovered that, indeed, 
an unearthly calm prevailed in these locations. 
So little human-produced sound was audible 
that our investigators found themselves able 
to hear the chirping of birds and the arsine: of 
some insect life.” 

“Many registered alarm that the animal 
life around them was making such a lot of 
noise—they weren’t expecting that.” Hirsch 
reports additionally that many of the officers 
became convinced that they were experiencing 
asthma attacks, .and radioed headquarters 
for emergency medical attention. “It turns 
out that they were panicking because, in the 
stillness, they were suddenly able to hear the 


sound of their own breathing.” Hirsch says 
that some of the officers became so unnerved 
by the quiet that they began to entertain the 
delusion that they were going deaf, and some 
got as far as beginning to fill out disability 
paperwork. “Our HR department received a 
higher than usual number of inquiries into the 
protocols for claiming a disability for hearing 
impairment, and several officers submitted an 
initial request for consideration.” The silence 
continued unabated until 12:15 p.m., when 
without warning a person or persons unknown 
in one of the eerily quiet neighborhoods fired 
up a leaf blower. Soon, more leaf blowers could 
be heard. By 12:30-p.m., most of the officers 
looking into the situation reported that the 
sound of leaf blowers predominated in the areas 
they were investigating. In other words, life had 
returned to normal. “We may never know what 
caused the weird gap in leaf blower use,” says 
spokesman Hirsch. “But it sure freaked us out 
for a while there. It was quiet—too quiet.” &&

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Smack-a-Hac 


The Smart New Old-School Solution to Russian Internet Meddling

U ntil last week, this country has been totally 
unable to stop foreign agents from hacking 
into American computers, placing bogus videos 
_ and inflammatory messages designed to divide 
the citizenry and create havoc. 
Now that problem has been solved. 
Smack-a-Hack is a new company with its own 
campus in Palo Alto, California just adjacent to, 
but not connected in any way to, Facebook. 
Smack-a-Hack is the brainstorm of Ira 
_ Cannondorf, a behind-the-scenes Silicon Valley 
genius who has done work for Google, Apple, 
- Microsoft, Instagram and LinkedIn. Having 
raised $300 million in startup capital, this week 
he begins the rollout of Smack-a-Hack in every 
city and town in America. 

“The way it works” Cannondorf said, “is to 
sign up for Smack-a-Hack. With a $7,000 per year 
subscription, we will visit your home or office, 
survey the computers, WiFi portals, phone 
lines and interior links such as Bluetooth, 
USB and FireWire and then set up our system, 
which flushes out all the hacks that worm their 
way in.” 

The system consists of a stepladder, a small 
wooden mallet, a large goat-skinned bamboo 
mallet, a Buddhist gong and numerous cereal- 
sized red control boxes each with a sound 
system inside and a big red light on the outside. 
The control boxes are to be attached by a 


Smack-a-Hack technician, red light down, onto 
the ceiling in the center of every room in your 
home or office. 

Each box will link to every device in that 
room—smartphone, iPad, laptop, microwave, 
mainframe, desktop, Alexa, television, or 
refrigerator. A knob on the box can be adjusted 
by turning it down for a small room or all the 
way up for warehouse-size rooms. 

“The biggest rooms we can cover are airplane 
hangers,” Cannondorf said. “Rooms bigger than 
that need a second box.” 

One week after the start date of your 
subscription (it gives the company time to 
get an all-clear about you), a Smack-a-Hack 
technician, identifiable by his red jumpsuit, 
will visit your premises, count your rooms, and 
bring in the required number of red boxes. He 
will then hold each room’s red box very still 
against every device in the room until the box 
and the device shake hands and link up. With 
the linking done, the techie, using the ladder, 
screws the boxes into place on all the ceilings. 

“The boxes are programmed to study the 
architecture of the software in your devices,” 
Cannondorf continued. “If it finds weaknesses 
and can patch them up through Bluetooth, it 
automatically does so. If it finds weaknesses 
it can’t patch, it will take notice of them, mark 
them down internally and lie in wait for a hacker 
to try to get in through them. Smack-a-Hack is 
on the job 24/7.” 


When an intrusion is detected from Russia or 
Chechnya, a red box will spring to life, emitting 
hoots and flashing lights. 

“It will flash and hoot a certain number of 
times, then pause, then do it again,” Cannondorf 
continued. “You count the number of flashes 
and hoots. That number coincides with the 
sticker number that Smack-a-Hack attaches to 
the side of each device in the room. So if it’s 
number seven, and seven is the Alexa, then the 
hack is taking place with the Alexa.” 

A designated individual in every room—this 
person gets both the small and large mallets— 
strides over and whacks the device with the 
small mallet, hard. The hooting and flashing 
on the ceiling will be replaced by a loud, deep 
humming sound. That will indicate that the box 
has done its job. The hack is destroyed and the 
device is safe again. 

After that, you take the giant goat-skin-covered 
mallet out to your front yard and bang it on the 
side of the giant Buddhist gong set up on the 
lawn. Smack-a-Hack employees patrolling your 
area in red Land Rovers will eventually hear 
the unique bang of a Buddhist gong nearby. 
Keep banging on the gong until the Land Rover 
arrives, then direct the technician to the room 
where the hum is blasting. The techie will then 
climb your ladder to re-set the box (the hum 
stops) and it is ready for the next hack. 

You sign the form that he’s been there, and he 
leaves. Another job well done. 
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All Good for John Steinbeck Park, Billy Joel & the Cinema

here’s good news in Sag Harbor. The 

property that will hopefully soon be the 
waterfront John Steinbeck Park downtown 
is moving toward a positive outcome. The 
fundraising for rebuilding the Sag Harbor 
Cinema is marching forward after the big fire. 
And it seems the landmark home in town owned 
by Billy Joel has now gotten a preliminary 
thumbs up from the Sag Harbor Village Board of 
Historic Preservation and Architectural Review 
after three prior tries to get a thumbs up failed. 
Though it’s not signed on the dotted line and 
there are more boards to go, this is a good sign. 

Billy Joel has always been attracted to this 
village. It is a 300-year-old former whaling and 
fishing town turned blue-collar tourist town that 
brooks no nonsense with chain stores or high 
fashion. It’s been a perfect inspiration for him, 
for songs like “The Downeaster ‘Alexa,’” about 
the declining commercial fishing industry on the 
East End. He owned a downeaster Alexa fishing 
boat and docked it at Sag Harbor, nearby to 
others. “Allentown” was about that Pennsylvania 
factory town and the steel workers who were 
losing their jobs. 

Indeed, much of Billy Joel’s music is about the 
working man and his perils. It’s also about love, 
and it’s about Long Island’s Great South Bay, 
where he grew up among baymen and clammers 
in the post-war era. 

Joel’s Sag Harbor home today is right smack 


in the middle of busy 
downtown traffic, across 
from the fishing boats (and 
his boat), in a house that was 
at one time a bait-and-tackle 
shop downstairs with living 
quarters upstairs. It’s zoned 
commercial. It faces out onto 
Rysam Street, with its side as 
facing Bay Street: Joel also ssl

faces out onto Rector Street. 

His original idea was to connect the two homes 
with a two-story hallway so as to get from one 
to the other without having to go outdoors. He 
also wanted to raise the house up to 34 feet, and 
turn it sideways so the entry is on Bay Street, 
rather than Rysam. There was also a plan that 
the whole thing be set on a raised foundation 
since it sits in a low-lying area. The board felt 
the height of it, as part of the overall changes, 
would stick out like a sore thumb. They felt 
turning it sideways and attaching both houses 
would make it stick out like a sore thumb. And 
they didn’t like the raised foundation. The whole 
thing seemed not in keeping with the scale of 
the town. In other words, they were defending 
a small town the same way that Billy Joel liked 
the small town. 

Back when Joel was making these applications, 
I wrote that we should give him what he wants 
because he’s Billy Joel and we love him. But it 
turns out it’s not necessary. The new plan calls 


for scrapping the turning 
of it sideways, lowering the 
height to 30 feet (legal limit in 
the village is 35 feet), setting 
the connection building back 
from the street so it doesn’t 
seem overbearing. As for 
the upstairs view from the 
building, he’s asked that the 
& porch on the second floor 
_ facing the boats be allowed 

to be a screened in porch. He © 
believes the new plan needs no variances and 
conforms to the building laws. 

The good news about the proposed John 
Steinbeck Park is that the ownership of the 
property has changed. Now there is just one 
owner. And hopefully he wants to move this 
along. The Town of Southampton has to deal 
with him to make this happen, and if all works 
out as they had hoped it would with the prior 
owner, he will get a waterfront condominium 
complex and the Village will get a waterfront 
park with a large curved beach. Over the inner 
harbor, the sun will set. What a beautiful spot. 

Finally, the momentum begun by the 
purchasing of the movie theater after the fire 
is continuing. It took $8 million to buy the place 
as-is. They intend to get to $3 million by July 
for the rebuild. Added to the main theater will 
be a second movie theater, a screening room, a 
second-story outdoor café, an art gallery and a 
conference room. Soon the dirt is going to fly. #&

eople seem to enjoy the occasional hoax 

I write. I write of a rich South African man 
with a mansion in the Hamptons who flies 
in a herd of lions to deal with the deer problem 
here once and for all.

at a time, drive up the ramp as fast as they 


can and arch out over the cliff and into the 
ocean. The one that gets the farthest out wins 
the first prize, a six-pack of beer and a crown of 
laurel leaves. 

The preposterousness here was the cars 
crashing into the sea, killing people. Duh. 

But after this story, something totally 
unexpected happened. 

One month after it was published, I received 
a letter from the Portuguese National Tourist 
Office on Fifth Avenue in Manhattan. The 
director, a Mr. Carlos Lamiaros, wrote that he 
wanted to offer a first prize to the winner. The 
winner would receive a one-week vacation in 
Portugal, including round-trip airfare on TAP 
(the national airlines), accommodations in fine 
hotels, seven breakfasts and three dinners. Was 
this man pulling my leg?

They made Navy jets and 
surveillance planes. Grumman was a big deal. | 
had to go through security and get a badge to 
get in. | wanted them to send up one of their 
surveillance planes to circle around, measure 
the distances and pick the winner.

It was the size of a tractor- 
trailer truck.

program. “No umbrellas.” The funds collected 
from a $10 admission charge would go to the 
Montauk Lighthouse Erosion Control program. 
There was an entry form in the program, and 
also in the paper. There were the rules—and 
now a new rule that your entry had to float at 
least five minutes so Henry in his speedboat 
could pick it up. To enter, send in the filled-out 
form with a $10 application fee and we’d send 
you back written confirmation of a time slot 
for your launch.

I Get It 


What Happens to the #MeToo Men Next? 


BY DAN RATTINER 


few of the celebrity men brought down 

by #MeToo are planning some sort of 
comeback. Charlie Rose, for example, is 
reportedly considering hosting a new TV 
project where he interviews other men ruined 
by #MeToo. Others planning comebacks are 
Matt Lauer, Mario Batali and Louis C.K. This is 
according to The New York Times. 

At the same time that this is bubbling up 
from below, a group of more than 115 women 
have signed a letter stating that they have 
worked with Tom Brokaw and he is a decent 
man of integrity who should not be ruined. 
He’s been accused of having made unwelcome 
overtures to a young reporter at NBC in the 
1990s. Brokaw has denied it and sent out a 
1,037-word email suggesting in this case it’s 
more about #LookAtMe than #MeToo. NBC 
President Andrew Lack is going to have to 
decide what is to be done about Tom Brokaw. 

At the same time comes the jury conviction of 
TV star Bill:Cosby for sexual assault, and he will 
likely have to go to jail. 

All of this, I think, resulted in The New 
York Times publishing a timely opinion piece 
last Friday by Katie J. M. Baker, a BuzzFeed 
reporter, headlined WHAT DO WE DO WITH 
THESE MEN? 

“The bad men are plotting their comebacks,” 
she writes. “Mr. Rose should be donating 


millions of dollars to domestic violence 
shelters, not planning a star-studded return to 
TV that leverages his transgressions to boost 
his career.” 

From that start, she goes on to try to answer 
the question in the headline. What DO we do 
with these men? Time marches on. Something 
is going to happen. After nearly five columns of 
discussion, Ms. Baker finally writes that she has 
no answers to these questions. It’s just that it’s 
time for people to come up with some sort of 
plan to decide what ought to be done. She is, I 
believe, addressing this to other women. 

I think, looking closely at the ongoing #MeToo 
movement, it is fair to say that it came about 
because the regular rules of American law 
that should have dealt with men who behave 
unfairly, and worse, toward women did not 
do so. Not now, not ever. As a result, women 
everywhere have broken out with a show of 
renunciation. It wasn’t always democratic, it 
wasn’t always reasonable, but it works. 

Many men who were rapists, pigs and abusers 
got their comeuppance. Accuse, convict and 
punish, all in 24 hours. And maybe a few 
who didn’t deserve it got their comeuppance 
anyway. They were the necessary male 
collateral damage of the movement. Too bad. 

Men everywhere were shaken to their core. 
They’d wake up in the night wondering if they 
were going to be next. Some still do. 

I think there are men out there who have been 


ruined who may have behaved badly before 
#MeToo who realize that respect and equality 
for women is the proper way to behave, not 
because it has won the day or because of the 
pressure, but because it is so obviously correct. 
How could we have behaved so badly?

I am not suggesting that going to a clinic in 
Arizona for a two-month behavior re-adjustment 
could erase the likes of Harvey Weinstein or Bill 
Cosby and what they did. There are those who 
don’t change or who did things so wrong they 
cannot be forgiven. 

I am suggesting that women, who in the end 
are rightly the judges of bad behavior in this 
situation, be open to men joining a group called 
#NeverAgain to apologize for what was done, 
explain where they are now and offer a pledge 
it should never happen again. 

Joining #NeverAgain might be considered a 
sort of parole, a challenge to women to watch 
them. But it would be a way forward, because in 
the end, this is about both sexes getting along. 
And that has to happen. && 
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checking the events out. One woman sat cross- 
legged by hers and offered a prayer, palms up. 
Then it was time. 

“Three, two one, GO!” 
With that, the entrant went running down the 
runway holding his contraption aloft, and just _ 
before reaching the edge of the cliff, heaved 
it out.

You could 
say that one paints abstractly to import non- 
visual sensations into a visual medium such 
as painting, or in other words, to create visual 
equivalents to sensing. 

What is it that draws you to water, which is a 
motif in your work, as a subject? 

Much of my experience from an early age has 
been by the water, so it’s in my subconscious. 
We who have grown up near the ocean take for 
granted how much we know about it on both 
a cognitive and sensory level. It has taught me 
about balance, weightlessness, buoyancy, force 
and temperature—all of which are felt in my 
sense of gravity and of touch rather than sight. 
So painting water lends itself to abstraction. 
Additionally, | love reflection, which creates the 
illusion of space on a surface; there’s also the 
play of light and motion which is endless. 

What are you most looking forward to in 
terms of summer on the East End? 

To seeing friends and kindred spirits who 
have been away for the winter, especially my 
boys who have been studying in New Zealand 
and South Africa; to swimming in the ocean, and 
enjoying our sea life. 

Where’s the most unusual place your work 
has appeared? 

When my boys where in sixth grade, I managed 
the stage design for Aladdin at their school, and 
we created a huge collage of the Taj Mahal for 
the stage backdrop. It was glorious. 

If you could sit down to coffee with any artist 
from history, who would it be and what would 
you talk about? 

I wrote my Art History thesis on Paul Klee’s 
theories of 2-D design. I'd like to thank him and 
tell him about what I learned, and I’m sure he 
could tell me more. I'd like to talk to Matisse. 
I read Hillary Spurling’s two-volume biography 
on him. He was so courageous, living through 
two world wars and continuing his work no 
matter what painful situations he endured. He 
was always able to find his expression. He’s a 
huge inspiration. ’'m sure we'd find something 
to talk about. Ee

Reynold Ruffins at John Jermain Library 


ag Harbor painter Reynold Ruffins’s colorful 

work is on view at the John Jermain Memorial 
Library (JJML) in Sag Harbor through May 31. 
Ruffins’s career as a fine artist came following 
years as a top-tier illustrator and designer. And his 
accolades are many. He’s a graduate of New York’s 
most prestigious art school, The Cooper Union, 
where he earned its highest honor, The Augustus 
St. Gaudens Award for outstanding professional 
achievement in arts, as well as The Cooper Union 
Presidential Citation for his work and prominence in 
his profession. 

Now in his late 80s, the artist says he sees this new 
exhibition as something of a “last hurrah,” noting, 
“There aren’t many opportunities to show as much 
stuff as I have in this show.” 

The works on view span about 15 years of his 
painting career, which began some two decades ago, 
after he slowed down on illustration commissions. 
“There are a lot of pieces in this show,” Ruffins says.

He was a founding member of the famed Push 
Pin Studio, which he started in 1954 with Milton 
Glaser, Edward Sorel and Seymour Chwast, before 
launching his own award-winning design studio with 
Simms Taback in 1963. For more than 30 years, he 
and Taback created work for blue-chip clients such 
as IBM, AT&T, Coca-Cola, CBS, Pfizer, The New York 
Times, Scribners, Random House, Time Life, Fortune, 
Gourmet Magazine and the U.S. Post Office. 

Despite, or perhaps because of, his history as one 
of the great illustrators, Ruffins’s drawing and acrylic 
paintings pull away from the narrative and, instead, 
focus on shape and color to hold the viewer’s 
interest. Yet the works on display at JJML hold on to 
vestiges of recognizable forms and fields of light and 
dark, bringing the suggestion of, for example, a vase 
of flowers or a face to the fore. 

“The kind of freedom that J have as a painter comes 
because I’m working only for myself,” he explains, 
pointing out that he’s no longer trying to execute 
someone else’s vision. “It’s only for the pleasure of 
design, color and line,” Ruffins says. “I can do things 
so differently and so much more freely.” 

As he continues to evolve as an abstract painter, 
and his work moves farther afield from the 
representational, Ruffins says he has no interest 
in returning to illustration. And, really, where else 
could he go in that field? 

Starting in 1969, he illustrated more than 
15 children’s books, four of them with writer Jane 
Sarnoff—The Chess Book (1973), The Monster Riddle 
Book (1975), The Code & Cipher Book (1975), Space 
(1978)—and his own My Brother Never Feeds the 
Cat (1979). Ruffins was honored with the American 
Library Association’s Coretta Scott King Award in 
1997 for Running the Road to ABC (1996), written by 
Denize Lauture. 


In 1991, Ruffins even tried his hand at film. He 
teamed with Whoopie Goldberg and jazz legend 
Herbie Hancock to produce Koi and the Kola Nuts, a 
much-lauded video for children and part of Rabbit 
Ears Productions’ We Al] Have Tales series. 

He is still a Professor Emeritus at Queens College 
CUNY, and has taught at the School of Visual Arts 
and the Parsons School of Design and was formerly 
a Visiting Adjunct Professor at Syracuse University. 

Ruffins’s work has also been featured in acclaimed 
trade and design publications, including 200 Years of 
American Illustration, A History of Graphic Design, The

Along with his local shows, Ruffins’s work has
